Creamery  butter  production  in  the  United  States  in  November,  estimated  at 
105^3^5^000  pounds,  was  E percent  less  than  in  November  I96I,  but  Was 'l^'  percent  • 
more  than  the  195^-60  average  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports. 
Production  declined  1 percent  from  October  to  November,  compared  with  2 percent  on 
the  coverage  in  the  I956-60  period.  Last  year  production  made  only  a fi'actional 
seasonal  decrease  at  this  time.  November  r.iiU:  production  in  the  United  States  was 
estimated  at  9^31^  million  pounds:  1 percent  above  the  previous  record  high  for 
November  in  I96I  and  10  percent  above  the  1951-60  average,  production  declined  5 
percent  from  October  to  November,  the  same  seasonal  change  as  in  I96I,.  d'or.  the.  first 
11  months  of  the  year,  miU:  production  totaled  1 percent  more  than  in  that  period 
last  year . 

Compared  with  November  a year  ago,  butter  production  was  less'  in  all  i-egions 
outside  the  East,  where  it  was  up  6 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  I3  per- 
cent in  the  South  Atlantic.  Output  was  1 percent  less  in  the  East  Noi-th  Central 
Region  and  7 percent  smaller  in  the  Nest.  North  Central.  Other  decreases  \/ere  5 per- 
cent in  the  South  Central  States,  6 percent  in  the  Mountain,  and  8 percent  in  the 
Pacific.  Production  wa.s  unchanged  in  Minnesota,  while  it  was  5 percent  more  in 
Nisconsin,  but  8 percent  less  in  Iowa.  Increased  production  was  sho'im  in  Venmont, 

New  York,  Indiana,  Maryland,  Virginia,  Kentucky,  and  I’ashington.  All  othei-  im.por- 
t ant -producing  states  had  decreases  except  Idalio,  where  output  was  unchanged. 

Compared  with  October,  production  decreased  in  all  regions  except  the  Nest 
North  Central,  where  it  gained  1 percent,  and  the  South  Atlantic,  where  it  increased 
3 percent.  Output  declined  3 percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  the 
Mountain.  Production  decreased  2 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  and  6 percent 
in  the  East  North  Central.  A ll-percent  drop  occurred  in  the  Pacific  States.  Out- 
put declined  2 percent  in  Nisconsin  and  7 percent  in  Iowa,  but  gained, I6  percent  in 
Minnesota.  Declines  occurred  in  all  other  important -producing  states  except  New 
York,  Indiana,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  liaryland,  Virginia,  Mississippi,  Texas,  and  Idaiio. 

Compared  with  the  average,  November  production  was  down  2 percent  in 

the  Mountain  States  and  3 percent  in  the  South  Central.  • Increases  in  the  .other 
regions  ranged  from  2 percent  in  the  Nest  North  Central  to  19^  percent'  in  the  North 
Atlantic.  Output  was  up  12  percent  in  the  Pacific  States,  .-8  percent  in  the  East 
North  Central  and  3I  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic . Production  was  1^:-  percent  more 
in  Minnesota  and  29 RPercent  greater  in  NNsconsin.  but  vras  5 percent  less  in  Iowa.

Output  was  dovn  I7  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  and  10  per- 
cent in  the  South  Central.  All  other  regions  shoved  declines  of  1 percent.  Pro- 
duction vas  1 percent  less  also  in  Uisconsin.  Levels  were  lover  in  all  states  ex- 
cept Indiana,  Minnesota,  lova,  Alahaaa,  Arkansas,  Idalio,  Washington,  Oregon,  and  the 
lesser-producing  states  of  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  West  North  Central  Regions. 

Decreases  in  production  from  October  to  November  in  all  regions  varied  from  6 
percent  in  the  Mountain  to  29  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Output  decreased  8 
percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  7 percent  in  the  West  North  Central. 
Production  declined  I8  percent  in  the  Pacific  States  and  19  percent  in  the  North 
Atlantic.  A 25-percent  drop  occurred  in  the  South  Central  Region.  Production  de- 
creased “6  percent  in  Wisconsin.  Increases  occurred  only  in  Minnesota,  Kansas,  Utcli, 
and  the  lesser-producing  West  North  Central  and  North  Atlantic  States, 

Compared  vith  the  I956-6O  November  average,  increases  in  all  regions  ranged 
from  8 percent  in  the  Mountain  States  to  k6  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic.  Produc- 
tion vas  13  percent  larger  in  the  East  North  Central  Region,  vhere  it  vas  12  per- 
cent more  in  Wisconsin.  Output  vas  up  39  percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States 
and  21  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Other  increases  vere  10  percent  in  the  South 
Central  States  and  I7  percent  in  the  Pacific. 

Production  of  miscellaneous  or  foreign-type  cheese,  excluding  cottage  and  full- 
skim  /meimcan,  vas  estxmated  at  38^990,000  pounds  in  November i This -vas  1 percent 
less  than  in  November  I96I,  but  I5  percent  more  than  the  I956-60 ■ average  for  the 
month.  Output  declined  3 percent  from  October.  All  varieties  shoved  decreases  ex- 
cept Cream  and  Blue  Mold.  Compared  vith  November  I96I,  decreases  for  Sviss,  Brick 
and  Munster,  Neufchatel,  and  Italian  outveighed  gains  in  all  other 'varieties . 

Total  cheese  production  (American  and  miscellaneous  types ■ combined) -vas 
109^ 180, 000  pounds  - 2 percent  belov  the  November  level  a year  ago^  but  I7  percent 
above  the  I958-60  average  for  the  month.  .....  ....
